Immigration. 


According to the report of the bureau 
of statistics the number of immigrants 
who arrived in this county during the 
last twelve months ending June 30, 
was 497,936, against 619,320 during the 
previous year, showing a decrease of 
121,384. The falling off is to be partly 
accounted for by the more rigid enforce- 
ment of our immigration laws following 
the cholera scare of last summer. The 
greatest decline is in the number of 
immigrants to this country from Ger- 
many, Austria and Russia. These 
three countries, including their Polish 
provinces, show a decrease of 114,950, 
or nearly the whole deficit. The only 
country in Europe from which immi- 
gration has materially increased within 
the year is Italy. During the last 12 
months the emigration from that coun- 
try has swollen to 72,403 from 60,944, 
and ‘nearly all the immigrants came 
from Sicily. There is also an increase 
of 855 from the. Netherlands. All the 
other countries show reductions.

Morals in School. 


A correspondent has requested us to 
publish the following interesting article 
from the Journal of Education: 

The best character is the best formed 
by the best teaching. The school does 
not form character by teaching of 
morals explicitly, but by the moral ends 
attained by the best teaching. The 
highest intellectual attainment is the 
highest moral attainment, and the more 
firmly we believe this and the earlier 
we accept it the better will it be for the 
school and for the generations to come. 
That which marks the highest intelli- 
gence is a proof that the determinations 
are swayed by the most distant ends, 
Sculpin and cunners are worthless fish 
because their deternginations, their 
‘selections,’’ are based purely upon 
immediate gratification, while the 
choice, chaste fish is the one whose se- 
lections and determinations look to 
other conditions, The toad is not re- 
spected because its choice of com- 
panions does not look beyond the mo- 
ment, while the birds that are respected 
and even beloved are those who con- 
sider a variety of conditions jand pro- 
prieties before their desires. Among 
men, the tramp is least respected be- 
cause his outlook is but for the day; a 
‘‘Bohemian”’ is little more respected 
because he considers only his present 
comfort and pleasure; the bachelor is 
but a grade higher in public estimation 
because he provides but for himself. 
The home-maker and home-lover are 
universally respected because they 
think and do for another generation. 
The patriot is above the parent, the 
philosopher'above the patriot, and the 
Christian above the philosopher in in- 
telligence, other things being equal, 
because his determinations are swayed 
by reference to more distant ends. 

The school has its mission in all this. 
To work for the approval of the day is 
one thing; to work for the year’s pro. 
motion 1s a higher end; to work fora 
knowledge of a lesson is one thing, but 
to work to know that which will help 
to know something more is quite an- 
other. To work to know how to answer 
questions or to make a recitation is one 
thing, but to know how to learn much 
more and to learn it much better is 
quite another. To seek the approval 
of *‘the boys” is one thing; to seek the 
approval of parents and teachers is, 
quite another, To seek the approval of 
the teacher when he sees the child is 
one thing, but to know that he would 
have the approval of the teacher if he 
were to see the child at all times is 
quite another. Along this line are 
many things that can be done by the 
teacher to establish higher intellectual 
power and greater strength of character. 
Whatever is done in school that sets the 
standard of ends aimed at. higher and 
more remote tends to chastity, to in- 
tegrity, to honesty, to truthfulness, as 
well as to broader, deeper, keener 
thought. The highest moral teaching 
is that which leads to higher, surer 
moral action, which only comes when 
determinations are swayed by the high- 
est and most distant ends.

Professor B. G. Wilder has said flatly 
that children should be relieved of the 
vermiform appendix, just as they are 
vaccinated, But other students in this 
new field are not yet ready to pronounce 
in favor of so radical a scheme, 

Physicians have known for centuries 
that the vermiform appendix existed, but 
it was not until 1888—not until five years 
ago—that any one of the profession had 
the daring to make an iucision into the 
abdominal cavity and remove this rank 
offender against the laws of health. 

The attack on the vermiform a dix 
is but five years old, but it is being pros- 
ecuted with remarkable vigor in New 
York city, where it originated, and the 
reason is not far to seek. It is simply be- 
cause physicians feel sure that they have 
evidence that appendicitis, as disease of 
the vermiform appendix isnamed, causes 
more deaths every year than consump- 
tion, the long acknowledged chief among 
fatal diseases. 

The appendix vermiformis in normal 
condition is about the size of a lead pen- 
cil and about 6 inches long. It is very 
well shown in a specimen which was re- 
moved at a clinical lecture at the Post- 
graduate Medical school on Jan, 18. 

This appendix had ulcerated and in- 
creased in size somewhat, but gavea very 
fair idea of the part. When perfectly 
normal, it so compares with an ordinary 
lead pencil that it is most frequently de- 
scribed as like it, Itis a pencil that 
writes only déath warrants. 

Even today very few physicians out- 
side of New York city have any accurate 
knowledge of appendicitis or would un- 
dertake an operation for the removal of 
the appendix. So entirely is the discov- 
ery of the disease and the pre per method 
of treating it an American development 
of knowledge and practice that among 
scientists of other countries today ap- 
pendicitis is known as ‘the American 
disease.” 

Since the recent discoveries removals 
of the cause‘of all the trouble have been 
very frequent. One general practitioner 
has had 48 such cases within a year. 

Speaking in the light of recent re 
search, it seems safe to say that appen- 
dicitis is far more prevalent than con- 
sumption, and in just that proportion 
causes more deaths, the chief difference 
being that the cause or seat of appendici- 
tis may be removed bodily with success 
in most cases, and success means restor- 
ation to perfect health. 

The removal of the vermiform appen- 
dix in the early stages of an attack of 
appendicitis is now held to be one of the 
safest of surgical operations, while such 
an operation, when the case has come to 
near its last and fatal stage, is one of the 
most desperate. The sad case of Senator 
Hagan is one in point. He had long de- 
sired an operation, but it had been ae- 
layed until too late for an assured suc- 
cess. 

And now, after all these facts are re- 
cited, recurs the question of whether the 
coming man will have a vermiform ap- 
pendix, It is not meant by this to in- 
quire whether the coming man will have 
his appendix slain lest it slay him, A 
much wider question is indicated. The 
number of appendixes removed in this 
city since the discovery that such an op- 
eration could be safely performed is very 
great, all things considered. One gen- 
eral practitioner, not a surgical special- 
ist, told the representative of The World 
that he had removed 100 appendixes in 
two years. Possibly 1,000 appendixes 
have been removed since the first opera- 
tion of this sort in 1888, and most of 
these in the past three years. 

What follows? If such a rate is to be 
maintained, there will soon be a very 
large proportion of the people of New 
York city who have eliminated their 
vermiform appendixes, and we are glad 
of it, 

Will the children of these people be 
likewise possessed of vermiform appen- 
dixes? Undoubtedly. But should the 
eliminating process be continued for a 
few generations, how long would it be 
before this useless and dangerous, de- 
generate and rudimentary portion of the 
body is permanently bred out of exist- 
ence?—New York World. 


A Clock That Registers the Tide, 

The chamber of commerce of Rouen 
has erected a clock tower which gives 
the time on three sides and the height of 
the tide on the fourth, namely, that front- 
Ing the harbor. The tide indicator con- 
tists essentially of a float, which, by 
means of a cord and counter weight hung 
ona drum, actuates a series of shafts 
with bevel wheel gearing and moves a 
hand or pointer on a dial like that of a 
tlock, marked with the necessary figures 
yo show the level of the tide. The dials 
are of opal glass and are illuminated at 
night. The clock has an apparatus for 
distributing the time to other clocks in 
Rouen and also for unifying the time 
after the method adopted in Paris.— 
London Globe.

EST TO FIT. 


The Waist For a Slender Person—How to 
Make Different Styles of Watsts—Fasten- 
ings Back and In Front—Cutting ¥Fo1 
Evening Gowns. :

In drafting patterns the beginner will find 
it rather difficult to draft for persons whose 
figures are out of the usual proportions—fo. 
instance, one that is short and stout being 
the hardest of all figures to fit. So when 
the dressmaker has to make a waist for 
such a person the better way is to draft a 
diagram, with the bust and waist measure 
as the only guides, and then measure the 
length of the waist under the arms and 
draw a line around the waist to the right 
length and one-quarter inch over. Then 
draw another which comes just to the bend, 
where waist line finishes and hip flare be 
gins, and cut the intervening space out, 
bringing the bottom up to the upper line, 
and the waist will then be in proper pro- 
portions all over, and no difficulty will 
arise that a couple of pins will not rectify. 


METHOD OF DRAFTING PATTERNS, 


The diagram shows the two lines between 
which to cut, and whatever is cut out 
should be taken from the exact center. 
This diagram makesan allowance for short- 
ening three inches, If one inch only is need- 
ed, let it be taken from the middle, and the 
proportions of the whole will remain un- 
changed. 

When the waist is for a very slender per- 
son, the center back should be cut down 
and enough taken off to bring it to nearly 
the right width, and half an inch should be 
cut off both sides of both side back and side 
front pieces. 

The darts should not be cut in so deep, 
and the whole front is narrowed by taking 
off from one-half an inch to as much as is 
necessary on the front and also on the sides 
and arm size, 

Once the dressmaker has drafted a well 
proportioned diagram it is better to follow 
it, making what changes are necessary to 
adapt it to different figures. 

The process of basting the seams and try- 
ing on the gown and then fitting it by pin- 
ningit in is as old as dressmaking itself, 
and no matter how scientific a ‘‘system” 
may be made to look by means of tin or 
brass apparatus the waist has to be fitted 
just the same. 

When the waist is made for a very slen- 
der person, it can be made to take a grace- 
ful form by stitching a piece of wigan or 
tailor’s buckram across the chest part, tak- 
ing it up in the darts and quilting it onto 
the lining. This will hold the waist out 
sufficiently full to give it a graceful shape 
without being cumbrous or too warm. 
Habits are made this way very often. 

When the dress waist under the dress- 
maker’s hands is to be cut short and round, 
it should be cut off at the lower line on the 
diagram and finished under a belt or with 
a, smooth edge, as is preferred. 

If a waist is to be a gathered: French or 
spencer style, the front under arm piece is 
omitted, and the front parts are cut off at 
the waist line and extended out under the 
arm, following thé line marked x, and no 
darts are cut in the outside, though if de- 
sired thé lining can be fttted with darts and 
the outside gathered down, 

For a French waist or blouse only three 
pieces are required, the two fronts and the 
back, which is all one and can be cut by 
laying back and side back pieces together 
and following the line marked x, which 
gives the required fullness. If the dress is 
for aslender person, the back part should 
not be so wide and can be cut down thecen- 
ter of the side back to the waist line and 
square to center of back. There should be 
no seam in the center of the back, which 
should be cut lengthwise of the cloth. 

To makea surplice waist the goods should 
be gathered onto the shoulders, as marked 
with O, and drawn across the bust to the 
left side, leaving the neck V shaped. The 
left side finishes at the closing line, with 
flat buttons or hooksand eyes, The fasten- 
ing is not seen, and the folds on the left side 
are arranged in the same way, coming from 
the shoulders, The belt forthe part which 
laps extends over on the left side about four 
inches. The surplice waist is one of the 
prettiest, particularly for summer gowns 
and slender figures, but -it must be draped 
either on the person or on a tin figurine 
which has much the same form as the per- 
son, as the folds must be arranged so that 
as soon as the belt is fastened they will 
fall naturally into place. They cannot be 
tacked or fastened except at shoulder and 
waist. Surplice fronts have plain gathered 
packs, 

In gathering French waists the gathers 
should not reach under the arms, but all 
that space under the arms that would be 
occupied by the side pieces should be left 
plain. : 

In cutting or diagramming for evening 
gowns the dressmaker must diagram first 
for a basque, which is the; fundamental 
principle of all waists, and then cut out the 
top as desired—V shaped, round shoulder- 
ed, heart shape or square neck—first mark- 
ing about where it is to be cut and allow- 
ing it at least two inches higher than it is 
expected tobe. The neck should never be 
cut to finish until tried on. Drooping ber- 
thas or ruffles make it appear lower than it 
really is. Puffed trimmings of tulle, lace 
or ribbon make it appear higher. Pointed 
waists look more slender, but round ones 
are rather preferred just now. 

To have a waist lace or fasten in the back 
the fronts must be cut in lining first and 
sewed together and carefully fitted, after 
which the 6utside can be put on and should 
be tried on again until not one wrinkle 
shows. The back pieces are cut soas to 
bave the outside lap under, as the fronts 
usually\do. If eyelet holes are worked, 
there must be a piece which laps under at 
least two inches of the same goods, so that 
if the cords stretch no gap is seen. Hooks 
and eyes more often fasten the under side, 
and the lacing‘is more for style. The back 
must be strongly boned when it closes in 
that way. No style is so pretty for even- 
ing and none more difficult.

Improvements at Lowell Junction. 


Foreman Carpenter James H. Derby- 
shire’s gang of men have several improve- 
ments under way on the line of the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroadin this vicinity.

Peabody Family Reunion. 


One mile out from the little village of 
Boxford there stands a quaint old farm- 
house, which tells to the traveller a his- 
tory of over two centuries. Many years 
ago, even before the little village of Box- 
ford could boast of a postoffie, one John 
Gould deeded to one John Peabody the 
beautiful tract of land surrounding this 
old house. Wednesday the descendants 
of Capt. John Peabody, from far and 
near, met at this old New England home- 
stead and enjoyed a family reunion. 

The old farmhouse now standing on 
this estate is some fourscore years old, 
and the original one built in 1662 kept 
company by its side until a few years ago, 
The present occupant is Miss Emily J. 
Palmer, while Prof. G. H. Palmer of Har- 
vard and Rev. Frederic Palmer of this 
town have their summer bomes on the 
estate. It was through the courtesy of 
the late Julian A. Palmer that this com- 
pany had the privilege of holding this 
year’s reunion on the estate first owned 
by their ancestor, whose memory they 
celebrated. About 150 persons assembled 
in the little pine grove south of the farm- 
house to take part in the day’s festivities.

George H. Palmer of Harvard gave an in- 
teresting historical account, ‘sketching 
the connection between the Peabody 
family and the village of Boxford, and 
Boxford’s place in New England history.

Peabody of New York, Rev. A. B. Pea- 
body, Mrs. Alice Freeman Palmer, John 
P. Peabody, Stephen Foster, and Charles 
J. Peabody.

The Record of a Long Life. - 


Many, of late, have missed the familiar 
form and kindly greeting of a venerable 
friend whose daily walk through our bus- 
iness centre was taken with the regular- 
ity of the aged whose work is done be- 
fore health and interest in life fails. He 
won us all by that rare gift of manner, 
passed down by generations of gentle- 
women and men, with the added charm 
of a sweet and patient temper. While we 
followed that calm face through the 
storm of Monday noon, to its resting 
place beside his wife and young daughter 
in Christ Church cemetery, bis free spirit 
was waking into the endless sunshine— 
into everlasting youth, In the old home- 
stead at the corner of Harding and High 
Streets, to John Harding and Eliza 
Houghton, this child was born, on June 
27th, 1804, Thomas Jefferson was our 
President, and it was a time when the 
relations between England and the States 
were still strained. The eldest child, 
Eliza, born in London in 1794, came to 
Andover with her parents in 1796, but all 
the rest of this transplanted family, who 
grew “side by side’ in the old house» 
were children of New England. So many 
were left behind and the break between 
the colonies and the old country so re- 
cent, that while intensely loyal to the new 
government, both Hardings and Hough- 
tons retained and handed down a loving 
pride in the old ‘home across the sea, 
The grandfather, Thomas Houghton, who 
came here in 1789, was a partner of Sam- 


‘uel Phillips in paper making, and the 


younger generation learned that trade 
and followed it at the beginning of their 
business career. Mr. Harding’s first ven- 
ture as a young man was in Connecticut 
in this same manufacture. 

Three continents, even Africa, hold 
the dead of this roaming race. ‘Their 
graves are scattered far and wide.’’ One 
brother lies in Connecticut, one in Cali- 
fornia, a sister in the Northwest, and of 
them all, only two sisters married to re- 
mained in Andover, John returned to 
Andover and was connected with the 


“woolen mills of Howarth & Chase, mar- 


rying in 1835, Hannah, the daughter of 
the late Stephen Abbot. After engaying 
in the manufacture of woolen yarn in 
Hamilton, he returned to this town, and 
from a little co-operative store that he 
started in common with a few others 
among Marland’s employees, he worked 
up a small business of his own in the 
basement of the Baptist Church, which 
many of us remember as being the best 
confectioner’s stock in a wide radius. In 
1876, the business developed under the 
firm name of E, Farnsworth & Co., was 
transferred to the younger and larger 
capitalist, T. A. Holt.- 

The older family were members of the 
English Church, but joined the Old South 
until the founding of the Episcopal Soci- 
ety brought Mr. Harding early into the 
Parish and in later years into the church 
communion. His death leaves the widow 
of the late Abram Marland the oldest 
survivor of these early and tried old 
country. friends who helped build up this 
religious body. Through a marriage, 
the eldest sister Eliza, wife of Benjamin 
Hayward, came to my home as an ideal 
grandmother, and she brought the new 
treasure of a great uncle, who besides 
keeping a warm corner for his new rela- 
tives in the ever-widening circle of his 
own kin, proved to be a dear comrade in 
ready sympathy and a mine of facts and 
tales of the people that his own and _ his 
sires’ business relations had brought un- 
der his ken. Between the two I havea 
large note book, Their father’s line was 
early absorbed into the King’s navy, and 
lost in the endless wars of that period; 
mayhap meeting as foes their Houghton 
kin, many of whom made a home on the 
sea, Men of action rather than words, 
their records are still held back among 
the archives of the Hardings of Great 
Marlowe, Buckinghamshire. Such home 
names as Stroude and Hixon were kept 
in the naming of the children; but the 
family history begun sv long before the 
present mail system belongs to the town. 
Much of the Houghtons’ story is given by 
Miss Bailey in her ‘History of Andover,” 
At the age of ten, young Harding became 
familiar with the English officers resident 
on parole after the war of 1812, and their 
songs and stories were passed along to 
us with many other things of local inter- 
est. No human life is common-place 
when you pass into the world of motives 
where the real successes are fought out. 
and in spite of life-long disappointment, 
our friend kepf his youthful hopes, his 
ideals, and hearty sympathy with the 
younger generation to the very last. One 
of the most open-handed of a large- 
hearted race, he took away with him the 
true wealth—the loyal affection, and the 
hearty respect of a whole community. 

His life was unusually free from illness 
and these last years have passed quietly 
at his home with his daughter, Mrs. N. 
F, Flint, on High Street. One only of his 
generation survives, his cousin, Eliza- 
beth Houghton, the aged widow of Moses 
A, Dow, now a resident of Brookline,

Edward Phinney Fires Four 
Times at Edward M. Shiue. 


The Victim Was a Kespected Fireman 
of Boston— Assailant Surrenders to the 
‘ Police—The Story of the Crime, 


) Boston, Aug. 21.—South Boston we the 
@cene of a tragedy Saturday evening, the 
victim of which, Edward M. Shine, now 
lies dead at the city hospital. Edward 
Phinney, 20 years of age, the perpetrator 
of the crime, who lived in the tenement 
above him on West Sixth street, is under 
arrest and will be arraigned in court this 
morning on the charge of murder. 

| Phinney fled precipitately Saturday 
tvening after firing at Mr. Shine and 
bscaped, but put in an appearance at 
btation 6 at noon yesterday and sur- 
tendered himself. 

| Mr. Shine failed steadily from the mo- 
ment he reached the hospital, being un- 
eonscious most of the time. He talked 
flisconnectedly at intervals about the fire 
department, the words “horses, engine 
and truck” being frequently repeated. He 
was a machinist by trade, but the fire 
department has always been his hobby. 


The doctor hoped Shine would be strong’ 


enough yesterday afternoon to undergo 
an operation, that the bullets might be 


extracted, but he could keep nothing on . 


his stomach, and the physicians sent word 
that their patient could scarcely live the 
night out. The end came, however, earlier 
than was expected. 

Story of the Crime. 

| ‘Various annoying misstatements have 
Seen made concerning the origin of the 
lifferences between Shine and Phinney. 
| Mr. and Mrs. Shine had been creditably 
informed that young Phinney had in his 
possession a photograph showing two nude 
figures, to which he had affixed the names, 
“Mr. and Mrs. Shine.” Mrs. Shine indig- 
nantly denies that young Phinney ever 
attempted to show her any obscene photo- 
ide She says that her late husband 

as highly indignant over the display of 
bed photograph, and for more than a week 

ad been expostulating with Phinney over 
the matter, Saturday night he again 
heard about the photograph and went up- 
tairs to find Phinney soon after he 
hed home, but learned that he was 
out. Not long after, as Mr. Shine was 
tening his shoelaces, preparatory to 
ping out, Phinney appeared in the 
hallway and asked Shine what he wanted. 

An animated discussion followed, dur 

ng which Mrs. Shine says Phinney told 
her husband he “could wipe the floor with 

im,” etc. Mr. Shine gathered his fists, 

t his wife held him back, and there was 
a war of words over the bannister. Finally 
Shine started up the stairs, and then 
Phinney jerked a revolver out of his hip 
pocket and fired four times. 

Two of the bullets entered Shine’s Bony 
ee just below the heart, the other in 
the jena Be while the other two were em- 
‘bedded in the casing of the front door and 
the wall. 

Shine managed to get into his own 
boartmenta, and Dr. Redmond was called. 

fter a thorough examination, he directed 
that the patient be taken to the hospital. 
Rey. John Harkins was also summoned, 
for it was feared that Shine was dying, 
although he was able to make an ante- 
mortem statement to the effect that “Ed- 
die Phinney shot me.” 

Victim Leaves a Family. 
Edward Shine, the murdered man, was 
years old and leaves a wife and a boy 
d girl, both about 5 years old. He 
orked for 8. A. Wood, His record in 

he fire department was especially good, 
he being at first attached to hook and 
ladder 5, and later to engine 2 as acall 
‘man. Mrs. Shine is a thrifty housekeeper 
land well liked by all who know her. 

| Phinney has a sister who went nearly 
crazy over the affair, while Michael 
Clinton, a boarderin the Shine family, 
‘was locked up for assaulting the elder 
Phinney. 

Young Phinney carried the revolver 
away with him, and if he visited Nan- 
tasket, as is believed, the weapon is prob- 
‘ably at the bottom of the harbor. It is 
believe Shinney had a serious row with 
Shine Saturday morning, which will be 
brought out by the evidence, 


Phinney Held Without Bail. 

. Boston, Aug. 23:—In the South Boston 
court Edward F. Phinney was arraigned, 
charged with the murder of Edward M. 
Shine on Saturday night. He pleaded not 
guilty, and after two policemen and Mrs, 
Shine had testified briefly, Phinney was 
held without bail for trial in the superior 
court,

A Story of Malpractice Causes Much Kx- 
citement at New Haven.

Dr. Lee is held 
without bonds to await the coroner’s 1n- 
vestigation. He is a newcomer and but 
httle is known of bim in this city. 


LOOKS BAD FOR DR. LEE. 


Charge of Murder In the Second Degree 
In the Schloss Case, 


NEw HAVEN, Aug. 24.—Dr. J. Edward 
Lee, charged with murder in the first de 
gree for having caused the death of Mag- 
aie Schloss by criminal malpractice, and 
William Cash, charged with aiding and 
abetting the same, were both brought be- 
fore Judge Cavlein the city court yester- 
day. Their cases were continued, until 
Sept. 2, Dr. Lee under $10,000 bonds. Both 
were remanded to jail in default of bail. 
Cash has disinissed his attorney, and this is 
known as an indication that he has turned 
state's evidence and is being held merely 
as a witness. Dr. Lee has sent for his 
father, James Lee of Listowel, Ont. The 
prosecuting attorney has changed the 
charge against Lee from murder in the 
first degree to murder in the second de- 
gree,

ABINGTON, Mass., Aug. 24.—One of the 
most interesting trials in the history of 
Plymouth county occurred here yester- 
day. Division Superintendent John C, 
Sanborn, Detective Christopher B, Bailey 
and Roadmaster Bryant of the Old Golony 
division of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad company were placed 
on trial as an outcome of the arrests made 
at the riot at North Abington last week 
Wednesday. Judge Bouve sentenced the 
rioters to one month’s imprisonment in 
the house of correction. 


Novel Election Suit, 

GREENFIELD, Mass., Aug. 23.—Mrs. Mary 
E. Fisher of South Deerfield, in behalf of 
the women voters of Deerfield, bas brought 
suit against Henry Wait, Alden Briggs 
and E. C. Cole, members of the board of 
registrars of voters, for $500. Through 
the registrars’ interpretation of the law 
the women were not allowed to register 
last fall, and thus lost the right to vote 
for school committee. The suit is be- 
lieved to be the first of its kind. The town 
will defend the registrars. 


Artificial Rainmaking a Failure. 
HARTFORD, Aug. 21.—An experiment in 
artificial rainmaking was conducted Sat- 
urday on the farm of a large tobacco 
grower in Bloomfield. Everything was 
favorable for the experiments, the sky 
being overcast with fog clouds, which 
ought to have yielded a liberal shower 
when bombarded with dynamite.

“It is a mistake to suppose that mete- 
orites burst in the proper sense of the 
word,” said a scientist toa writer. “But 
it often happens that they are broken to 
pieces on striking the atmosphere of the 
earth. This may seem surprising, but 
let me call your attention to an analogy. 
Strike the surface of water with your 
fist, and, though a fluid, the resistance it 
opposes to the blow seems almost as 
strong as if it weresolid, Now, the me- 
teorite is moving at a tremendous rate of 
speed. If small, it is set on fire in an in- 
stant by the friction of t& air, and after 
glowing for a moment brightly is con- 
sumed, 

“On any night in summer you will 
see ‘shooting stars’ now and then. They 
are meteorites, which on coming into

‘By contact with this planet the me- 
teorites are raised to a temperature which 
reaches from 38,000,000 to 4,000,000 de- 
grees—high enough to consume the hard- 
est known substance almost instantly. 
Thus only those of large size reach the 
earth before being entirely burned up. 
The greatest number of such bodies can 
be seen just before daybreak, because by 
that time we are on the front side of the 
globe as it moves through space. The 
elevation at which most of them are vis- 
ible has been found to be between 45 and 
80 miles, very few being seen at a greater 
height than 100 miles. 

“Tt is believed by most astronomers 
that some very large meteors have en- 
tered our atmosphere and have passed 
out into space again, their great mo- 
mentum being sufficient to take them 
away from the earth’s attraction. What 
these flying bodies are is a question that 
has been much disputed, but it is con- 
sidered most likely that they afe the 
debris of broken up comets. In one re. 
cent instance the correctness of this the- 
ory has found striking proof. That was 
the case of the comet of Biela. It was 
discovered in 1826 and was again ob- 
served in 1832, 1845 and 1852. In 1845 it 
had split into two parts, and in 1872 it 
failed to appear when and where it 
should have done. Evidently it had been 
smashed up, and prediction was made 
that there would be a great meteoric 
shower composed of the remains of the 
lost comet. This prediction was fulfilled 

“Certain groups of meteors movein 
elliptical orbits around the sun. Occa- 
sionally the earth passes through their 
clusters, producing what are known as 
meteoric showers. Such showers occur 
annually from the 9th to the 12th of Aa- 
gust, and there is a similar display ir 
November once every 33 years. The 
stream of the August meteors is esti- 
mated to be from 5,000,000 to 10,000,000 
miles thick. The earth, though travel- 
ing with the velocity of 2,000,000 miles a 
day, is immersed in it for several days. 

“The fall of meteorites to the earth is 
sometimes accompanied by a great dis- 
play of light, occasionally illuminating 
an area of many thousand square miles. 
When such an event occurs at night, and 
with loud detonations, so great in some 
instances as to shake houses and fright- 
en men and animals, the’ explosions are 
caused by the breaking up of the me- 
teor. Ordinarily you will find that such 
meteoric bodies are coated on the out- 
side with a black substance, which is 
the effect merely of fusion of the super- 
ficial material by great heat. A piece of 
Biela’s comet was actually picked up in 
Mexico in 1872 at the time of the showe1 
of its remains. Naturally it is consid- 
ered interesting. 

“Such great interest is taken in mete- 
orites that all of those collected have 
been carefully catalogued. They are 
mostly composed of iron, with usually a 
percentage of nickel and cobalt and 
sometimes copper and tin. It is custom- 

ary to saw them into slices, which is a 
laborious process, for sale or for ex- 
change among museums. Sometimes 
the slices are prettily polished, or the cut 
surfaces are etched with acid so as to ex- 
pose the crystalline structure. This 
structure is in no two such bodies exact- 
ly the same, and the differences are 
thought well worth studying. Attempts 
have been made to counterfeit meteor- 
ites because they are so valuable, but 
without success.”—Washington Star. 


Two Strange Brothers. 

It had always been the habit in the 
Ward family if two relatives differed 
strongly to arrange not to be on speaxing 
terms. Dr. William G, Ward was once 
asked how much he had known of his fa- 
ther’s first cousin, Sir Henry Ward, He 
replied quite gravely: ‘I only saw him 
twice—once as a boy, when he came to 
-gee my father, and then again I had an 
interview with him about a matter of 
business soon after I came into my prop- 
erty. We arranged at the end of it not 
to be on speaking terms,” quite a super- 
flous arrangement, as Sir Henry Ward 
lived at that time in Ceylon, of which he 
was governor, and in fact never came 
again to England for a prolonged visit. 

Dr. Ward and his brother Henry had 
been estranged for a year or s0, and one 
night they met at the Haymarket thea- 
ter. Each of them had for the moment 
quite forgotten the quarrel, and friendly 
greetings passed, and they had a talk 
about the play. Next morning came a 
letter from Henry Ward: 


DEAR WILLIAM—In the hurry of the mo- 
ment tonight I quite forgot that we had ar- 
ranged to meet as strangers, and I write this, 
lest you should misunderstand me, to say that 
Ithink we had better adhere to our arrange- 
ment, and I remain, dear William, your affec- 
tionate brother, Henry WARD.

Dear Henry—l, too, had forgotten our ar- 
tangement. I agree with you that we had bet- 
ter keep toit, and I remain your affectionate 
brother, W. G. WARD.

WHY BOOKS ARE CHEAP. _ 


A Machine That Prints and Folds Three 
Thousand Fvery Hour. 

There are various rumors and talen 
floating about town among those in the 
business concerning some wonderful ma- 
chinery over on the west side of the city 
in acertain monstroiis bookmaking es 
tablishment. 

The ‘novel machine” is a large web 
press similar to the kind newspapers are 
printed on, but arranged to take curved 
electrotypes of each page of a book in- 
stead of a single large metal cylinder 
casting. There are two cylinders, on 
each of which 144 pages may be screwed, 
and as the long strip of paper goer 
through, first one side is printed and ther. 
the other, making it possible to print 288 
pages at every revolution. The strip of 
paper, after being carried over rollers 
which dry the ink, is cut, folded and 
brought together in the shape of a smal! 
volume, with the edges all trimmed. Ev- 
ery time the great cylinder goes round 4 
novel is printed, folded and trimmed, and 
5,000 of these are turned ont every hour, 
while, if it were necessary, 7,000 or 8,000
